Ax Acr TO RAISE REVENUE FOR THE STATE BY ‘TAXING CERTAIN 
CorPorations. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and Hause of Representatives of the State af 
Delaware, in General Assembly met : 


Section 1. That every telegraph, telephone, cable or elec- 
tric light company, or company organized for the distribution of 
electricity, heat or power, or organized for the purpose of produc- 
ing or distributing steam, heat or power, every express company 
not owned by a railroad company and not otherwise taxed, every 
company organized for the purpose of the production, distribu- 
tion, or sale of gas, every parlor, palace, or sleeping car company, 
every oil or pipe line company, every life insurance company, 
every fire, marine, live stock, casualty or accident insurance com- 
pany, except mutual fire insurance companies which do not issue 
policies on the stock plan, hereafter incorporated under the laws 
of this State, shall pay an annual tax, for the use of the State by 
way of license for its corporate franchise as hereinafter mentioned: 
provided, however, that no company or society shall be construed 
to be a life insurance company within the purview of this Act, 
which, by its certificate of incorporation shall have for its object 
the assistance of sick, needy or disabled members, the defraying 
of funeral expenses of deceased members, or to provide for the 
wants of the widows and families of members after death. 
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Section 2, That on or before the first Tuesday of January 
next, and annually thereafter, it shall be the duty of the president, 
treasurer or other proper officer of every corporation hereafter 
incorporated of the character specified in the preceding Section,

requiring said company to show cause why their business should 
not be closed. In a proper case made, the said Court, or the 
Chancellor in vacation, shall have power to appoint a receiver to 
take charge of, settle and close up the affairs of said Company 
under the direction of the said Court, to enjoin it from doing 
business, and to make such order and decree as may be neces- 
sary or proper. 


Fourth: To furnish to the companies required by this Act 
tu report to him, all necessary blank forms for the statements 
reqiired, and to publish annually, on or before the first day cf 
July. once a week for three weeks, in at least two newspapers of 
this State, the names of the insurance companies that have filed 
statements agreeably to the provisions of this Act, and to whom 
vertificates of authority have been tssued, and he shall also state 
shen and where each company was incorporated and its aggre- 
gate assets and liabilities, and its receipts and expenditures for 
the preceding year; the cost of such publication to be borne 
equally by said companies and the amount to be paid by each 
Shall be deposited with the Insurance Commissioner at the time 
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the annual statement is furnished, as herein provided. 


Fifth: He shall, as soon as practicable in each year, ascertain 
the net value on the thirty-first day of December of the previous 
year of all policies in force on that day in each life insurance com- 
pany doing business in this State. He shall accept the valuations 
made by the Insurance Department of Pennsylvania, New York. 
Massachusetts, or the State where such company is incorporated, 
and may require every such company to furnish him, on or be- 
fore the first day of March, a certificate of any valuation of its 
policies made by either of the insurance departments above 
named, and if any company fails to furnish such valuation he shall 
revoke its authority to do business in this State. Every life in- 
surance company, incorporated in any State other than Pennsyi- 
vania, New York and Massachusetts, shall calculate its reserve 
on the New York basis of life insurance. 


Sixth: Jn case it is found that any life insurance company 
doing business in this State has not on hand the net value of all 
its policies in force after all other debts of the company and 


claims against it, exclusive of capital stock, have been provided 
fur, it shall be the duty of the Insurance Commissioner to pub- 
lish the fact that the then existing condition of the affairs of the 
cumpany is below the standard of legal safety established by this 
State, and he shall at once withdraw the authority of said com- 
pany to do business in this State. 


Seventh: At the request of any person, and on the payment 
of the fee, to give certified copies of any record or papers in his 
office when he deems it not prejudicial to public interests so to 
do, and to give other certificates as this Act provides for. 


Eighth: To report to each regular session of the Genera! 
Assembly, on the first Tuesday of January, the receipts and ex- 
penses of this department for the two years previous; all of his 
Gificial acts whenever specially required by the General Assembly, 
and in the absence of any special requirement, such portion of his 
official Acts as he may deem necessary to make public; the condi- 
tion of all companies doing the business of insurance in this 
State, and such other information as will correctly exhibit the 
affairs of his department, and to send a copy of his report when 
printed to the Insurance Commissioners, or other similar officer 
of every other State, and to cach company doing business in this 
State. 
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Ninth: To communicate on request of any “insurance com- 
missioner,” or other similar officer, of any State, any facts which 
by law it is his duty to ascertain respecting companies doing busi- 
ness in this State. 


Tenth: To carefully preserve in permanent form all papers 
and records relating to the business of his department, and to 
hand the same over to his successor in office.

No fire insurance company or association shall 
transfer or cede in any manner whatsoever, to any company or 
association not authorized to do business in this State any risk or 
liability, or any part thereof, assumed by it under any form or 
contract of insurance covering property located in this State, in- 
cluding any risk or liability under any general or floating policy 
or any agreement, general, floating or specific, to reinsure excess 
loss by one or more fires. No fire insurance company or associa- 
tion shall reinsure or assume, as a reinsuring company or other- 
wise, in any manner or form whatsoever, the whole or any part 
of any risk or liability, covering property located in this State, of 
any insurance company or association not authorized to transact 
business in this State. 


Section 13. Whenever the Insurance Conimissioner shall 
have or receive information that any fire insurance company or 
association, not incorporated under the laws of this State, has 
violated any of the provisions of this Act, he is authorized, at the 
expense of such compaty or association, to examine by himself 
or his accredited representative at the principal office or offices 
of such company or association, located in the United States of 
America or in any foreign country and also at such other offices 
or agencies of such company or association as he may deem 
proper, all books, records and papers of such company or asso- 
ciation, and may examine, under oath, the officers, managers and 
agents of such company or association as to such violation or vio- 
lations. The refusal of any such company or association to submit 
to such examination or to exhibit its books and records for in-

Section 14. Every fire insurance company or association 
shall annually and at such other times as the Insurance Commis- 
sioner miay require, in addition to all returns now by law requir- 
ed of it or its agents or managers make a return to the Insurance 
Commissioner, in such form and detail as may be prescribed by 
him of all insurance (reinsurance) or cessions of risk or liability 
contracted for or effected by it, whether by issue of policy, entry 
on bordereau, or general participation agreement, or by excess 
loss reinsurance, or in any other manner whatsoever, upon prop- 
erty located in this State, or covering, whether specified or other- 
wise, aay risk or liability upon property so located; such return 
to be certified by the oath of its president and secretary, if a com- 
pany or association of one of the United States, and if a company 
or association of a foreign country by the oath of its managers 
in the United States, as to such reinsurance or cessions effected 
through its branch office in the United States, and by the oath of 
its president and secretary, or by officers corresponding thereto 
at its home office wherever located, as to reinsurance or cessions, 
as aforesaid, contracted for or effected through the foreign office. 
The refusal of any such company or association to make the re- 
turns herein required, shall be presumptive evidence that it is 
guilty of violating the provisions of the second section of this Act, 
and shall subject it to the penalties prescribed and imposed by 
this Act. ' 


; Section 15. Any insurance company or association willfully 
violating or failing to observe and comply with any of the pro- 
visions of this Act, applicable thereto, shall be subject to and 
liable to pay a penalty of five hundred dollars for each violation 
thereof, and for each failure to observe and comply with any pro- 
visions of this Act; such penalty may be collected and recovered 
in an action brought, in the name of the State, in any court hav- 
ing jurisdiction thereof.

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CHAPTER 141. 


OF JAILS AND WORKHOUSES, 


An ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE COMPLETION OF THE NEW CAsTLic 
Country WorkKHOUSE. 


Whereas, The act entitled “An Act to establish the New Cas- 
tle County Workhouse,” passed at Dover, March 16th, 1899, and 
approved by the Governor, March 16th, 1899, among other 
things, authorized and directed the Levy Court of New Castle 
County for the purpose of establishing the New Castle County 
Workhouse, to issue Certificates of Indebtedness to an amount, 
not exceeding the sum of one hundred thousand dollars, and to’ 
pay over the sum realized from the sale of said Certificates to the 
Board of Trustees of the New Castle County Workhouse. 


And Whereas, Under the provisions of the Act, aforesaid, it 
was made mandatory upon the said Board of Trustees to apply 
the money so received, to the purchase of the necessary land suit- 
able for said workhouse, and toward paying for the erection, com- 
pletion and furnishing of said workhouse with implements and ap- 
pliances necessary and proper for the successful establishment and 
operation of the same, and also to the payment of the interest on 
the said Certificates of Indebtedness as it falls due until the said 
workhouse is built and in operation. 


And Whereas, The said Board of Trustees, pursuant to the 
authority vested in it, by the Act aforesaid, did purchase suitable 
lands for a workhouse and did erect on the same proper buildings 
necessary to carry into effect the uses and purposes mentioned in 
said Act, 


And Whereas, On account of the great inerease in the price 
of the materials entering into the erection and construction of said 
Workhouse and the insufficiency of the amount which the Act 
aforesaid authorized and direeted the said Levy Court to borrow, 
the said Board of Trustees have been unable to complete, furnish 
and equip the said Workhouse for the uses and purposes intended 
in said Act, 
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And Whereas, In order to fully carry into effect the provisions 
of the Act aforesaid, it is necessary that authority be given the 
Levy Court of New Castle County to borrow an additional sum 
of money, therefore, 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of 
Delaware in General Assembly met, (with the concurrence of three- 
fourths of all the members elected ta cach House) : 


Section 1. The Levy Court of New Castle County is here- 1evy conrt of 
hy authorized and directed to borrow on the credit of the coun- Socata ts Wer?

AN AcT PROVIDING A GENERAL Corporation Law. 


Re it enacted by the Senate and louse of Representatives of the State of 
Delaware in General Assembly met, (vith the concurrence of two- 
thirds of the members elected to carh House of the General Assem- 


bly): 


Section 1. Any number of persons, not less than three, 
may associate to establish a corporation for the transaction of any 
lawful business, or to promote or conduct any legitimate object 
or purpose under the provisions of and subject to the require- 
ments of this Act as hereinafter provided; excepting for such pur- 
poses as are excluded from the operation of a general law by Sec- 
tion 1 of Article 9, of the Constitution of this State, upon mak- 
ing and filing a certificate of incorporation in writing in manner 
hereinafter mentioned. 


Section 2. Every corporation created under the provisions 
of this Act shall have power: 


1. To have succession, by its corporate name, for the time 
stated in its certificate of incorporation, and when no period is 
limited, it shall be perpetual. 


2. To sue and be sued, complain and defend in any Court of 
law or equity. 


3. To make and use a common seal, and alter the same at 
pleasure. 


4. To hold, purchase and convey real and personal estate, and 
to mortgage any such real and personal estate with its franchises; 
the power to hold real and personal estate, except in the case of 
religious corporations, shall include the power to take the same 
by devise or bequest. 


5. To appoint such officers and agents as the business of the 
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corporation shall require and to allow them suitable compensa- 


tion. 

6. To make by-laws not inconsistent with the Constitution or 8y-taws 
laws of the United States or of this State; fixing and altering 
the number of its directors, for the management of its property, 
the regulation and government of its affairs and for the certi- 
fication and transfer of its stock, with penalties for the breach 
thereof not exceeding twenty dollars.

Section 5. The duties of the president of Council shall be te President of 
preside at the meetings of Council; have the general supervision 
af all the streets, lanes and allevs of said town, and of the persons 
who may be employed by the town Council; receive complaints 
of nuisances, and other complaints of citizens of violation of laws 
(or) ordinances and present the same to the Council at their first 
meeting for their action; and such infraction or violation of the 
law or ordinances as require immediate action to cause the same 
to be proceeded on before the Alderman. He shall issue and 
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sign all licenses for every exhibition within the town of Green- 
wood (for) which, Section 1, of Chapter 51 of the Revised Code, a 
license therefor is required and all other exhibitions (licenses for) 
which by law or ordinances may -be required to be issued: he 
shall sign all warrants on the treasurer for the payment of any 
money, and shall perform such other duties as may be prescribed 
by any ordinance or ordinances of the town Council. 


If the president of Council shall be incapacitated from acting 
by reason of absence, or for any ether cause whatsoever, then all 
the powers and duties conferred or imposed upon him by this 
section or any other law conferred or imposed by any ordinance 
or crdinances adopted by the town Council, shall be exerc.sed 
and performed by the person who at the time shall be chairmar 
of the Street Comunittee. 


Section 6. The Councilmen and the president of Council, as 
hereinbefore provided for, shall be and they are hereby created 
a body politic and corporate in law and equity, and shall be able 
and capable to sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded in 
courts of law and equity in this State and elsewhere by the cor- 
porate name of “The Town of Greenwood,” and shall have a 
corporate seal, which they may alter, change or renew at their 
pleasure; and may purchase, take, hold and enjoy lands, tene- 
ments and hereditaments in fee simple or otherwise, and also 
goods and chattels, rights, and credits, and may alien, grant, 
demise and dispose of the same as they may deem proper, and 
may do all other things which a body politic and corporate may 
lawfully do to carry out and effect the object and purposes of this 
Act. The president, anc Councilmen, for the time being, shall 
have the superintendence and oversight of all roads and streets 
now open or hereafter to be opened within the limits of sail 
town, and no overseer of any such roads or streets shall be ap- 
pointed by the Levy Court of Sussex County, but the said Levy 
Court shall annually appropriate for the repair of said roads and 
streets a sum of money not less than two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars, and shall make an order for the payment thereof to the 
treasurer of the town of Greenwood for the use of said town. 


Section 7. The town Council shall have power, upon the ap- 
plication of ten or more citizens of the town, by petition for the 
purpose, to locate, lay out and open any new street, lane or 
lanes, or alley or alleys, or widen any street, lane or alley hereto- 
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fore laid out in said town or reopen any old street or streets, lane 
or lanes, or alley or alleys, now closed or which may hereafter 
be closed, which ten or more citizens may desire to be located, 
laid out and opened, or widened, or reopened, allowing to the 
persons respectively, through and over whose lands such street or 
streets, lane or lanes, or alley or alleys, may pass, such compensa- 
tion therefor as they shall deem just and reasonable under all cir- 
cumstances, which compensation, if any be allowed, shall be paid 
by the treasurer of the town out of the moneys of said town upon 
warrants drawn upon him by order of the Council aforesaid. 


Section 8. Whenever the town Council shal! have deter- 
mined to locate and lay out, or widen any street, lane or alley, 
and shall have fixed the compensation therefor, it shall be their 
duty immediately after the survey and location of the said street, {veets we, 
lane or alley, to notify, in writing, the owner or owners of the Notice to 
real estate through or over which such street, lane or alley may °"""™ 
run, of their determination to open or widen the same, and to 
furnish a general description of the location thereof, and also 
the amount of the damages or conipensation allowed to each, 
and if such owner be not resident within the said town to notify 
the holder or tenant of said real estate, but if there be no holder 
or tenant resident in said) town the said notice may 
be affixed to any part of the premises. If any owner be dissatis- 
fied with the amount of the compensation or damages allowed 
by the town Council, as aforesaid, he or she may, within ten 
days after such notice, as aforesaid, appeal from the said assess- appeal fur 
ment of compensation or damages by serving a written notice ““"**** 
to that effect on the president of said Council, or the person 
performing the duties of president of Council, for the time being. 
In order to prosecute said appeal such owner or owners shall 
within fifteen days after the expiration of the ten days allowed 
for appeals, and upon ten days’ notice to said president of Coun- 
cil, or the person performing the duties of president of Council 
for the time being, make written application to the Associate 
Judge of the Superior Court of this State resident in SUSSCX appointment 
County for the appointment of a Commissioner to hear and de- of Commis 


termine the matter of damages or compensation, and thereupon co 
the said Associate Judge shall issue a commission under his to nssess ram 
hand directed to five freeholders of the said county, three of 
whom shall be residents of said town of Greenwood, and two of 


whon shall be non-residents of said town, commanding them to 
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assess the damages which the owner of the real estate through 
or over whose lands said street, lane or alley shall pass, who 
shall have notified the said town Council of their intention to 
appeal, may ineur by reason thereof, and to make return of their 
proceedings ta the said Associate Judge at a time therein ap- 
pointed. 


The freeholders named in’ such commission being first 
sworn or affirmed as in said commission shall be directed, shall 
view the premises, and they, or a majority of them, shall assess 
the damages as aforesaid and shall make the return, in writing, 
of their proceedings in the premises to the said Associate Judge, 
who shall deliver said return to said town Council, which shall 
be final and conclusive. The said Associate Judge shall have 
power to fill any vacancy in the commission. The amount of 
damages being so ascertained, the town Council may pay or ten- 
der the same to the person or persons entitled thereto, within 
one month after the same shall be finally ascertained; or if the 
person or persons so entitled reside out of or are absent from town 
during said period of one month, or are minors, then the same 
may be deposited to his or her credit in the First National Bank 
of Seaford, within said time, and thereupon the said property or 
jand may be taken or occupied for the uses aforesaid. In the 
ascertainment and assessment of damages by the freeholders 
appointed by the Associate Judge aforesaid, if the damages shall 
be inereased, the cost of the appeal shall be paid by the treas- 
nrer of the town out of any money in his hands belonging to the 
town, but if said damages shall not be tmereased the cost of 
appeal shall be paid by the party appealing. 


The fees to the frecholders shail be two dollars per day to 
each, which shall be taxed as part of the costs. After the dam- 
ages shall be fixed and ascertained by the freeholders as afore- 
said, the town Council shall have the option to pay the damages 
assessed, within the time-aforesaid and proceed with the said 
improvements, or, upon the payment of the costs only, may 
abandon the proposed improvements. 


Section g. The town Council shall have power to enact ordi- 
nances to prevent nuisances, to preserve the health of the town, 
and to prevent the introduction of infectious or contagious dis- 
eases, for which purpose their jurisdiction shall extend to any 
distance within one quarter mile of the lintits of said town. The 
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Council may also pass ordinances to define and remove nui- 
sances, to ascertain and fix boundaries of streets, squares, lanes 
and alleys, or to repair and improve the same, or to alter, ex- 
tend, or widen any street, square, lane or alley, or open and lay 
cut new ones, subject to the provisions in that behalf hereinbefore 
contained, to regulate and fix the ascents and descents of all 
streets, lanes and alleys, and the drainage thereof; to direct the 
paving or graveling of footways and to prescribe the width 
thereof; to regulate anc provide for the making of gutters and 
the placing of gutter stones or plates therein, and for curbing, 
wherever in their opinion, such paving or graveling, making of 
gutters and the placing of gutter stones or plates therein, and 
curb, may be necessary or proper; to prescribe the extent of 
steps, porches, cellar doors and other inlets to lots and buildings; 
to regulate the construction and repair of chimneys, and to pro- 
vide for keeping the same clean and in good order; to regulate 
the storage of gunpowder or any other dangerous or combustible 
inaterials, and to provide against casualties by fire. No person 
shall be obliged to pave any footway to a greater breadth than 
four and one-half feet in front of any vacant lot or lots not near 
or adjoining a dwelling house, and no grading, curbing or widen- 
ing of sidewalks shall, after the same has once been established, 
be directed to be altered or changed for a period of five years, 
except upon the petition of a majority of the property owners, 
holding land on such street or part of street where such al- 
teration or change is proposed to be made, and upon such petition 
the town Council shall have the option to make such change or 
alteration, or not, The town Council shall also have power to 
enact ordinances in relation to the keeping or harboring of dogs, 
to provide for the registering of the same and to regulate their 
running at large, and may impose an annual tax not exceeding 
fifty cents on every male dog, or one dollar on every female dog, 
and may provide for the collection of the same, from each and 
every person owning or harboring any dog or dogs; and also 
shall have power to impose fines and penalties for the enforee- 
ment of any of said ordinanees. The said Council shall have 
power also, by ordinances, to appoint a town surveyor to make 
a plot or map, showing the assent and descent of all streets, lanes 
and alleys, the building lines upon the same, and generally to do 
and perform all such matters and things as they may deem neces- 
sary for carrying into effect the provisions of this Section con- 
tained. 
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Section 10. Whenever the said town Council shall have 
determined that any pavement, graveling, guttering, placing of 
gutter stones, or -plates in any gutter, and curbing, or any or 
either, or all of them, shall be done, except that no paving shall 
he done beyond the last dwelling house on either side of any 
street; they shall notify the owners of the land in front of whose 
premises the same is to be done, particularly designating the 
nature and character thereof, and thereupon it shall be the duty 
of such owner to cause paving, graveling, guttering, placing of 
gutter stones or plates in any gutter, and curbing, to. be done in 
conformity with said notice. In the event of any owner neg- 
lecting to comply with said notice for the space of thirty days 
the said Council may proceed to have the same done, and when 
done the treasurer of the town shall, as soon as convenient there- 
after, present to the said owner or owners of such lands a bill, 
showing the expense of such paving, graveling, guttering, plac- 
ing of gutter stones or plates in any gutter and curbing. If sucli 
owner or owners be not resident in the town of Greenwood, such 
bill may be presented to the occupier or tenant of said land, or 
if there be no occupier or tenant resident in the said town of 
Greenwood, such bill may be sent by mail to such owner or 
owners, directed to him or them at the postoffice nearest his or 
their residence. If such bill be not paid by the owner or own- 
ers of such land within thirty days after the presentation. thereof, 
as aforesaid, then it shall be the duty of the said town Couneil 
to issue a warrant in the name of the town of Greenwood under 
the hand of the president of the town Council, and the seal of 
the said corporation directed to the treasurer of the town of 
Greenwood, commanding him that of the goods and chattels, 
lands and tenements of such owner or owners he should cause 
to be levied and made the amount of the said bill, together with 
all costs. It shall be the duty of the treasurer of the said town 
of Greenwood as soon as convenient after the said warrant shall 
be delivered to him, and after ten days’ notice to the owner or 
owners of such lands, and after posting five or more notices of 
sale in at least five of the most public places in the town of 
Greenwood at least ten days before the day of sale, to sell the 
goods and chattels of such owner or owners at public auction, 
or so much thereof as may be necessary to pay the amount of said 
bill with all costs. If no goods or chattels of such owner or 
owners can be found within said town sufficient to satisfy the 
amount of said bill with all costs, then it shall be the duty of the 
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said treasurer of the said town of Greenwood, after ten days’ 
notice to such owner or owners aforesaid, and after posting five 
or more notices of sale in at least five or more most public piaces 
in the town of Greenwood, for at least ten days before the day of 
sale, and after causing such notice of sale to be published twice 
in one newspaper printed in the said town of Greenwood (or if 
there be no newspaper printed in the said town of Greenwood, 
then in a newspaper printed anywhere in Sussex County), to sell 
the lands and tenements of such owner or owners in front of Zos¢l! lands 
which such paving, graveling, guttering, placing of gutter stones 
or plates in- gutter, and curbing, or either of them have been 
done, or so much of said Jands or tenements as may be sufficient 
to satisfy the amount of said bill with all costs and a deed from 
the treasurer of the said town of Greenwood shall convey to the 
purchaser of said lands and tenements, as full and complete title in 
fee simple or otherwise, as if the same were executed by the 
owner or owners thereof. The claim for paving, graveling, gut- 
tering, placing of gutter stones or plates in any gutter, and curb- 
ing, shall be a lien on the premises in front of which the said 
work was done, and said lien shall relate back to the time when 
the notice herein required shall have been served upon the owner 
or owners or the occupants of said premises, and shall have pri- 
ority over any lien, incumbranee, or conveyance suffered or made 
bs the owner or owners after the service of said notice. It shall 
be the duty of the treasurer of the said town, out of the purchase A nplicdtionet 
inoney of the said goods and chattels. or lands and tenements, sale. 
sold as aforesaid, to pay all costs arising from the said proceeds 
and sale to the parties entitled thereto, and to retain for the use 
of the said town the amount of the said bill as aforesaid and the 
residue of the said purchase money, if any, shall immediately be 
deposited in First National Bank of Seaford to the credit of 
the said owner or owners. The treasurer of the said town shall! 
be entitled to receive five dollars for every sale of personal prop- 
erty under this section, and ten dollars for every sale of real estate 
under this section, together with such additional sum as may be 
reasonable and proper for the keeping and taking care of such 
personal property for sclling the same, and for advertising, ail 
of which shall be part of the costs to be paid out of the pur- 
chase money as aforesaid. Any notice required by this section 
to one owner shall be notice to all, and in case no owner shall 
reside in said town, notice served upon the occupier or tenant 
shall be sufficient, or if there be no owner or occupier or tenant 
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of said premises resident in the said town, it shall be sufficient 
to send notice by mail to any owner of said premises directed 
to him or her at the postoffice nearest his or her place of resi- 
dence. The provisions hereinbefore contained in this section 
shall apply to any order made by the Council of said town in 
respect to any pavement, sidewalk, gutter, placing of gutter stones 
or plates in any gutter or curb heretofore made or done, which 
the sa'd Council may deem insufficient or to need repairing, the 
said Council, in addition to the provisions hereinbefore con- 
tained, shall have power and authority to enforce, by ordinance. 
all the requirements of this section by imposing such fines and 
penalities as shall in the judgment of said Council be necessary 
and proper. ; 

Section 11, The Council of said town shall have power and 
authority to make, establish and publish such ordinances as they 
may deem beneficial for the good government of the said town at 
any regular meeting. Such regular meeting shall be held on the 
second Monday in May, June, August, October, December, Ieb- 
ruary and April, also such additional meetings as may be pro- 
vided by ordinances in that behaif, or whenever any twelve tax- 
ables of said town shall in writing addressed to President of 
Council request special meeting, or whenever the president may 
deem it expedient. At any such regular or special meetings, 
ordinances or rules for the good government of said town, the 
improvements of its streets, the repairs and construction of 
drains and water courses, the planting and protecting of orna- 
mental trees, and for all other matters relating to the general 
welfare of said town, may be ordained and enacted. They shall 
have and are hereby vested with power and authority to pres- 
cribe the fines or penalties for violation of any of the provisions 
of this Act. All such fines and penalties which may be imposed, 
either by this act or the ordinance enacted as aforesaid, may be 
collected before the Alderman of said town or any Justice of the 
Peace of said town, and in default of payment said Alderman or 
Justice of the Peace may commit for any time not exceeding 
thirty days. 

Section 12. The Council of said town may appoint such 
mumber of town constables as shall be deemed necessary who, 
with the constable of Sussex County, residing in said town, shall 
constitute the town police. The Council of said town shall also 
have power and authority to remove any of the town constables 
at any time and appoint others in place of those removed, it 
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shall be deemed necessary to make such appointments. 


Section 13. The Council of said town shall have power and additional 
authority to make such regulations and enact such ordinances PO" 
relating to the traveling over and upon the streets, lanes and al- 
levs in said town and to the use thereof,and the standing or placing 
of carts, carriages or other vehicles or obstructions in and upon 
any of said streets, lanes, alleys or sidewalks as they shall deem 
proper to secure the free and uninterrupted use and enjoyment 
thereof, and if any person shall violate the regulations and ordi- 
nances of said Council in that behalf every person so offending 
shall forfeit and pay to the treasurer of said town for the use of 
said town, a sum not exceeding ten dollars, to be recovered with Fine. 
cost by the treasurer of said town in the name of the town of 
Greenwood, before the Alderman of the said town or before any 
Justice of the Peace residing in said town in the same manner 
as debts of like amount are recoverable by law. 


Section 14. It shalf and may be lawful for the Council of use of ait of 
said town to use the jail of Sussex County for the purpose of f'** Sour 
carrying into effect any judgment or sentence pronounced under 

the provision of this Act or for carrying into effect any ordinance 

or regulation adopted under the provision of this Act, and it 

shall be the duty of the keeper of said jail to receive and lock up 

in said jail any person committed to his custody under the pro- 

visions of any ordinance of the Council of said town. 

Section 15. The Council of said town shall have the power councit may 
and authority to use the money in the treasury of said town Or fheasury for 
any portion thereof for the improvement, benefit and ornament Paes ent. 
thereof as they may deem advisable in the general performance of 

their duties. The acts, doings and determinations of a majority 

of the Council of said town shall be as good and binding as the 

acts, doings and determinations of the whole. In case of a va- 

cancy or vacancies in the Council ef said town the remaining 
members, until such vacaney or vacancies shall be filled as here- 

inbefore provided, shall have the same power and authority as 

the whole. 


Section 16. It shall be the duty of the Alderman of said 

Town Council of said town and of the constables of Sussex Coun- 

ty residing in said town, and of the town constables, to suppress suppression of 
all riotous, turbulent, disorderly or noisy assemblages or gath- fowousor 


ering of persons in or about any buildings used for any fair, fes- semblases 
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tival, concert or any other social, literary or religious meeting 
vr any entertainment whatsoever, or in the streets, lanes, squares 
or alleys of said town, at any time or season whatever; to pre- 
vent all gatherings whatever which may obstruct or interfere 
with the free use of the streets or sidewalks, and for this purpose 
shalt be the duty of any of said constables to seize and arrest any 
such persons so offending and carry them before the Alderman 
of said town, whose duty it shall be to hear and determine the 
case, and upon conviction before him the Alderman shall sentence 
any such person so convicted to pay a fine not exceeding ten 
dollars and may commit the party to prison for a period not ex- 
ceeding thirty days, or until said fine and costs shall be paid. It 
shall be the duty of the Alderman of said town, upon complaint 
made before him of any such riotous, turbulent or noisy assem- 
blages or gatherings as aforesaid, to issue his warrant to any of 
the constab‘es aforesaid commanding him to arrest and bring 
any such persons so offending as aforesaid before him for trial. 
It shail be the duty of the constable aforesaid, or any one of them, 
to arrest any dranken or disorderly person they may see on the 
streets, lanes, allevs of said town and take such person so arrested 
before the Alderman of said town, who shall proceed forthwith 
to hear and determine the case, and upon conviction before him 
he shall sentence such person in the same manner and to the 
same punishment provided in this section for the punishment of 
persons brought before him for the offenses in this section first 
enumerated. If on view of the person or persons who may be 
brought before the Alderman of said town for violation of this 
section it shall appear to the Alderman that in his judgment such 
person or persons are not in a condition to be heard and tried. 
he may commit such person to the keeper of the Jail of Sussex 
County to wait a trial at a time by him to be fixed, such time 
shall in no case be more than twenty-four hours from the time 
of commitment, unless the expiration of the said twenty-four 
hours shall be on the Lord’s day, and then not later than ten 
o'clock on Monday morning following. The fee to the Alderman 
of said town for the trial of any cause under this Section shall be 
hfty cents, and to the constable making the arrest fifty cents; in 
case of a commitment the constable shall receive an additional 
fee of fifty cents and three cents for mileage, and the keeper of 
said jail shall be entitled to a like fee of fifty cents for each com- 
mitment whether by constable or by the Alderman of said town, 
and he shall be entitled to the same pay as ts allowed by the Levy 
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Court for Board of Prisoners. 


Section 17. The Alderman of said town, the Council of said 
town and the Town Constable shall have power and authority to 
suppress, extinguish and prevent all bonfires in any of the streets, 
lanes, alleys or squares of the said town and to suppress and pre- 
vent the firing of guns or pistols, or the setting off of fire-crack- 
ers or other fireworks, or the making and throwing of fire-balls 
within the limits of said town, and the Council of said town may, 
by ordinance or ordinances, impose fines and penalties upon the 
persons violating the provisions of this section and may provide 
for the coilection of such fines and penalties so imposed. 


Section 18. If any constable shall neglect or refuse to per- Constable, 
form any of the duties required of him by this act he shall be sees Ses 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and it shall be the duty of the 

Council of said town to present him to the Grand Jury of Sussex 

County, and upon conviction thereof by indictment he shall be 

fined a sum not less than ten nor more than one hundred dollars, 

and may be imprisoned in the discretion of the court for any term 

not exceeding one year, and upon such conviction he shall ipso 

jacto forfeit his office. 


Section 19. It shall be the duty of the Council of said town treasurer 
at the meeting on the second Monday in May in each and every Becreiwiys 
year, or as soon as conveniently may be thereafter, to elect by 

ballot a Treasurer and Seeretary, who shall hold their offices 

until the second Monday in May next after election and until 

their successors shall be duly elected and qualified. The Treas- rtection of 
arer and Secretary may or may not be the same person and they 

may at the same time hold the office of Councilman. The said 

Council shall also have authority to elect by ballot a Collector of conecto: of 
Taxes in any vear they may think proper to do so. The Treas- '**** 
urer before entering upon the duties ef his office shall be sworn oath of 
or affirmed faithfully, honestly and diligently to perform the SMccen. 
duties of his said office, which oath or affirmation may be admin- 

istered to him by the President of said Council or by any mem- 

ber thereof, or by any Judge, Justice of the Peace, or Notary 

Public. He shall also, before entering upon the duties of his 

oifice, give bond to the Town of Greenwood with sufficient surety gona. 

to be approved by the Council of said town in the penal sum of 

eight hundred dollars, conditioned for the faithful discharge of 
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the duties of his said office and for the payment of his successors 
in office of all sums of money belonging to said town which 
may remain im his hands upon the settlement of his accounts, to 
which said bond and condition there shall be annexed a warrant 
of attorney for the confession of judgment for said penalty. The 
said Treasurer shall pay all orders drawn on him by order of 
said Council and signed by the President thereof, out of any 
moneys in his hands belonging to said town. He shall settle his 
accounts with the said Council annually by the second Monday 
in April, and oftener, and at such other times as the said Coun- 
cil may require. The Treasurer, Secretary and Assessor of said 
town shall each receive a reasonable compensation for their ser- 
vices to be determined by the Council of said town; provided the 
compensation of the said Treasurer as such shall not exceed five 
per cent. on all moneys received by him belonging to said town. 
and of the Secretary acting as Collector shall not exceed eight 
per cent. on the taxes collected by him. The officers elected un- 
der the provisions of this Section in 1901 shall continue in office 
until the second Monday in May, A. D. 1902, and until their suc- 
cessors are duly electect. 


Section 20. That at the first regular meeting held in 1g02 
and on the first regular meeting in May each year thereafter 
there shall also be an Assessor elected, who shall be an inhabitant 
of the town of Greenwood and who shall not be a member of the 
Town Council during the vear of his service as Assessor. 


Section 2t, The Town Council may fix the sum to be as- 
sessed upon each and every male citizen residing in said town 
above the age of twenty-one vears, as well those owning as those: 
not owning real estate within the limits of said town, but the sunt 
so to be fixed shall be one and the same for every class and de- 
seription of entizens, and shall not exceed the sum of nine hun- 
dred doflars. 


Seetion 22. The Town Council are hereby authorized and 
empowered to levy and collcet from the taxable of said town ac- 
cording to the terms and provisions of this Act such sums as may 
be deemed by them necessary to carry out the provisions of this 
Act, clear of all delinquencies and expenses of collection; pro- 
vided, nevertheless, that the citizens of the town may assemble 
in town meeting’ any evening during the year to determine 
whether any additional sum or strms shall be levied and collected 
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for any specific purpose or purposes; notices of which meeting, 
the place of meeting and the special purpose or purposes for 
which said additional sum or sums are desired having been pub- 
lished by the Town Council in five public places in the town im- 
mediately preceding the time of said meeting. At said meeting 
a resolution or resolutions shall be prepared, stating explicitly the 
additional sum or sums needed or desired and the specific pur- 
pose or purposes to which the said sum or sums shall be applied. 
The qualified voters of the town shall then proceed to vote yea 
and nay by ballot upon such resolution or resolutions, and the 
result shall be certified to the Town Couneil, and if a majority of 
those voting shall approve of said resolution or resolutions, then 
the Town Council shall levy and collect said additional sum or 
sums, and apply the same for the purpose or purposes specified ; 
and if more has been levied and collected than was necessary for 
the purpose or purposes named or specified, the residue shall be 
catried into the Treasury of the town for genera) purposes. 


annually to make a true, just and impartial valuation and assess-

Section 6. The Commissioners and the President of the 
Board of Commissioners, as hereinbefore provided for, shall be 
and they are hereby created a body politic and corporate in law 
and equity, and shall be able and capable to sue and be sued, plead 
and be impleaded in courts of law and equity in this State and 
elsewhere by the corporate name of “The Town of Laurel,” and 
shall have a corporate seal, which they may alter, change or re- 
new at their pleasure; and may purchase, hold and enjoy lands. 
tenements, hereditaments in fee simple or otherwise, and also 
goods, and chattels, rights and credits, and may alien, grant, de- 
mise and dispose of the same as they may deem proper, and may 
do all other things which a body: politic and corporate may law- 
fully do to carry out and effect the object and purpose of this 
Act. The President and Commissioners, for the time being. 
shall have the superintendence and oversight of all roads and 
streets now opened or hereafter to be opened within the limits 
of said town, and no overseer of any such roads or streets shall 
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be appointed by the Levy Court of Sussex County, but said Levy

Section 7. The Town Commissioners shall have power, 

upon the application of ten or more citizens of the town, by peti- 

tion for the purpose to locate, lay out and open any new street, To locate uew 
lane or alley, or widen any street, lane or alley heretofore laid out es 
in said town, or reopen any old street, lane or alley now closed 

which may hereafter be closed, which ten or more citizens may 

desire to be located, laid out and opened, or widened, or re- 
opened, allowing to the persons respectively, through and over 

whose lands such streets, lane or alley may pass, such compensa- 

tion therefore as they shall deem just and reasonable under all 
circumstances, which compensation, if any be allowed, shall be 

paid by the Treasurer of the town out of the moneys of said town 

upon warrants drawn upon him by order of the Commissioners 
aforesaid. 


Section 8. Whenever the Town Commissioners shall have 
determined to locate and lay out, or widen any street, lane or 

alley, and shall have fixed the compensation therefor, it shall be 

their duty immediately after the survey and location of the said 

street, lane or alley, to notify, in writing, the owner or owners of Notice to 
the real estate through or over which such street, lane or alley 

may run, of their determination to open or widen the same, and to 

furnish a general description of the jocation thereof and also the 
amount of the damages or compensation allowed to each, and 

if such owner be not resident within the said town to notify the 

holder or tenant of such real estate, but if there be no holder or 

tenant resident in said town the said notice may be affixed to any 

part of the premises.

Associate Judge shall issue a commission under his hand directed 
to five freeholders of the said County, three of whom shall be 
residents of said town of Laurel, and two of whom shall be 
non-residents of said town, commanding them to assess the dam- 
ages which the owner of the real estate through or over ‘whose 
land said street, lane or alley shall pass, who shall have notified 
the said Town Commissioners of their intention to appeal, may 
incur by reason thereof, and to make return of their proceedings 
to the said Associate Judge at a time therein appointed. 


The freeholders named in such commission, being first sworn 
or affirmed as in said commission shall be directed, shall view the 
premises and they, or a majority of them, shall assess the damages 


. aforesaid, and shall make retarns, in writing, of their proceedings 


in the premises to the said Assoc‘ate Judge, who shall deliver 
said return to said Town Commissioners, which shall be final and 
conclusive. The said Associate Judge shall have power to fill 
any vacancy in the Commission. The amount of damages being 
so ascertained, the Town Commissioners may pay or tender the 
same to the person or persons entitled thereto, within one month 
after the satne shall be finally ascertained, or if the person or 
persons so entitled reside out of, or are absent from town during 
said period of one month, or are minors, then the same may be 
deposited to his or her credit in the Sussex Trust, Title and Safe 
Deposit Company of Laurel, within said time, and thereupon the 
said property or land may be taken or occupied for the uses afore- 
said. In the ascertainment and assessment of damages by the 
Freeholders appointed by the Associate Judge aforesaid, if the 
damages shall be increased, the costs of the appeal shall be paid 
by the Treasurer of the town out of any money in his hands be- 
longing to the town, but if such damage shall not be increased the 
costs of the appeal shall be paid by the party appealing, the fees 
to the Freeholders shall be two dollars per day to each, which 
shall be taxed as part of the costs. After the damage shall be 
fixed and ascertained by the Freeholders aforesaid, the Town 
Commissioners shall have the option to pay damages assessed, 
within the tinte aforesaid and proceed with the said improve- 
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ments, Or, upon payment of the costs only, may abandon the 
proposed improvements. 


the town, and to prevent the introduction of infectious or con- 
tagious diseases, for which purpose their jurisdiction shall ex- 
tend to any distance within one mile of the limits of the said town. 
The Commissioners may also pass ordinances to define and re- 
move nuisances, to ascertain and fix the boundaries of streets, 
squares, lanes and alleys, or to repair and improve the same, or to 
alter, extend or widen any street, square, lane or alley, or open 
and lay out new ones, subject to the provisions in that behalf 
hereinbefore contained; to regulate and fix the ascents and de- 
scents of all streets, lanes and alleys, and the drainage thereof; 
to direct the paving or graveling of footways, and to prescribe 
the width thereof; to regulate and provide for the making of gut- 
ters, and the placing of gutter-stones or plates therein, and for 
curbing, wherever, in their opinion, such paving or graveling, 
making of gutters and the placing of gutter-stones or plates there- 
in, and curbs, may be necessary or proper, to prescribe the ex- 
tent of steps, porches, cellar-doors, and other inlets to lots and 
buildings; to regulate the construction and repair of chimneys 
and to provide for the keeping tNe same cleaned and in good 
order; to regulate the storage of gunpowder or any other dan- 
gerous or combustible materials, and to provide agaist casual- 
ties by fire. No person shall be obliged to pave any footway to 
a greater breadth than four and one-half feet in front of any va- 
cant lot or lots not near or adjoining a dwelling-house, and no 
grading, curbing or widening of sidewalks shall, after the same 
has once been established, be directed to be altered or changed 
for a period of five years, except upon the petition of a majority 
of the property owners holding land on such street or part of 
street where such alteration or change is proposed to be made, 
and upon such petition the Town Commissioners shall have the 
option to make such change or alteration, or not. The said Com- 
missioners shall have power also by ordinance, to appoint a Town 
Surveyer to make a plot or map, showing the ascent and descent 
of all streets, lanes and alleys, the building lines on the same, 
and generally to do and perform all such matters and things as 
they may deem necessary for carrying into effect the provisions 
in this Section contained. 
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Section 10. Whenever the said Town Commissioners shall 
have determined that any paving, graveling, guttering, placing of 
gutter-stones or plates in any gutter, and curbing, or any, or 
either, or all of them, shall be done, they shall notify the owners 
of the land in front of whose premises the same is to be done, 
particularly designating the nature and character thereof, and 
thereupon it shall be the duty of such owner to cause such pav- 
ing, graveling, guttering, placing of gutter-stones, or plates in 
any gutter, and curbing to be done in conformity with said no- 
tee. In the event of any owner neglecting to comply with said 
notice for the space of thirty days, the said Commissioners may 
have the same done, and when done, the Treasurer of the town 
shall, as soon as convenient thereafier, present to the said owner 
or owners of such lands, a bill, showing the expense of such 
paving, graveling, guttering, placing of gutter-stones or piates 
in any gutter, and curbing, if such owner or owners be not resi- 
dent in the town of Laurel such b?ll may be presented to the 
occupier or tenant of such land, or if there be no occupier or 
tenant resident in the said town of Laurel such bill may be sent 
by mail to such owner or owners, directed to him or them to the 
postoffice nearest to his or their residence. If such bill be not 
paid by the owner or owners of such within thirty days after the 
presentation thereof, as aforesaisl, then it shall be the duty of the 
said Town Conimissioners to issue a warrant in the name of the 
town of Laurel under the hand of the President of the Board of 
Commissioners, and the seal of said corporation, directed to the 
Treasurer of the town of Laurel, commanding him that of the 
goods and chattels, lands and tenements of such owner or owners 
he should cause to be levied and made the amount of the said 
bill, together with all costs, it shall be the duty of the Treasurer 
of the said town of Laurel, as soon as convenient after the said 
warrant shall be delivered to him, and afier ten days’ notice to 
the owner or owners of such lands, and after posting five or more 
notices of sale in at feast five of the most public places 
in the town of Lauret at least ten days before the day of 
sale, to sell the goods and chattels of such owner or owners at 
public auction, or as much thereof as may be necessary to pay the 
amount of said bill with all costs. If no goods and chattels of 
such owner or owners can be found within said town sufficient to 
satisfy the amount of said bill with all costs, then it shall be the 
duty of said Treasurer of the said town of Laurel, after ten days’ 
notice to such owner or owners aforesaid, and after posting five 
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or more notices of sale in at least five of the most public places 


of the town of Laurel, for at least ten days before the day of sale, 
and after causing such notices of sale to be published twice in one 
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newspaper printed in the town of Laurel (or, if there be no 4 
newspaper printed in the said town of Laurel, then in a news- i 
paper printed anywhere in Sussex County), to sell the lands and 4 
tenements of such owner,or owners in front of which such paving, Q 
graveling, guttering, placing of gutter-stones or plates in any i 
gutter, and curbing or either of them, have been done, or so f 
much of said lands and tenements as may be sufficient to satisfy “f 
the amount of said bill with all costs, and a deed from the Treas- 4 
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aurer of the said town of Laurel shall convey to the purchasers of 
such lands and tenements as full and complete title, in fee simple 
or otherwise, as if the same were executed by the owner or 
owners thereof. The claim for paving, graveling, guttering, :

shall be a lien on the premises in front of which the said work : 
was done, and said lien shall relate back to the time when the ; 
notice herein required shall have been served upon the owner i 
cr owners or occupant of said premises, and shall have priority ;

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over any lien, incumbrance, or conveyance suffered or made by 
the owner or owners after the service of said notice. It shall be 
the duty of the Treasurer of said town, out of the purchase money 
of the said goods and chattels or lands and tenements, sold as : 
aforesaid, to pay all costs arising from the said proceeds and sale : 
to the parties entitled thereto, and to retain for the use of said 
town the amount of the said bill as aforesaid, and the residue of 
the said purchase money, if any shall immediately be deposited 
in the Sussex Trust, Title and Safe Deposit Company, at Laurel, 
to the credit of said owner or owners. The Treasurer of the 
said town shall be entitled to receive five dollars for every sale of 
personal property under this Section, and ten dollars for every 
sale of real estate under this Section, together with all sucht addi- 
tional sums as may be reasonable and proper for the keeping and 
taking care of such personal property, for selling the same, and 
for advertising all of which shall be part of the costs to be paid 
out of the purchase money aforesaid. Any notice required by this 
Section to one owner shall be notice to all, and in case no owner 
shall reside in said town, notice served upon the occupier or tenant 
shall be sufficient, or if there be no owner or occupier or tenant 
of said premises resident in the said town, it shall be sufficient 
to send notice by mail to any owner of said premises, directed to 
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him or her at the postoffice nearest his or her place of residence. 
The provisions hereinbefore contained in this Section shall apply 
to any order made by the Commissioners of said town in respect 
to any pavement, sidewalk, gutter, placing of gutter-stones or 
plates in any gutter, or curb, heretofore made or done, which said 
Commissioners may deem insufficient, or to need repairing. The 
said Commissioners, in addition to the provisions of this Section 
hereinbefore contained, shall have power and authority to en- 
force, by ordinance, all the requirements of this Section by im- 
posing such fines and penalties as shall, in the judgment of said 
Comuniss‘oners, be necessary and proper. 


Seetion 11. The Commissioners of said town may appoint 
such nuinber of Town Constables as shall be deemed necessary, 
who, with the Constables of Sussex County residing in said town 
shall constitute the town police. The Commissioners of said 
town shall also have power and authority to remove any of the 
Town Constables at any time and appoint others in the place af 
those removed, if it shall be deemed necessary to make such 
appointments. 


Section 12. The Commissioners of said town shall have 
power and authority to make such regulations and enact such or- 
dinances relating to the traveling over and upon the streets, 
lanes and alleys in said town, and to the use thereof, and the 
standing or placing of carts, carriages, or other vehicles or ob- 
structions in and aipon any of said streets, lanes, alleys or side- 
walks, as they shall deem proper, to secure the free and uninter- 
rupted use and enjoyment thereof, and if any person shall violate 
the regulations and ordinances of the said Commissioners in that 
behalf, every person so offending shall forfeit and pay to the 
Treasurer of said town, for the use of satd town, a sum not ex- 
ceeding ten dollars, to be recovered with costs, by the Treasurer 
of said town, in the name of the town of Laurel, before the Alder- 
man of the said town or before any Justice of the Peace residing 
in satd town, in the same manner as debts of like amount are re- 
coverable by law. 


Section 13. It shall and may be lawful for the Commission- 
ers of said town to use the Jail of Sussex County for the purpose 
of carrying into effect any judgment or sentence pronounced un- 
der the provisions of this Act, or for carrying into effect any 
urdinance or regulation adopted under the provisions of this 
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Act and it shail be the duty of the keeper of said jail to receive 
and lock up in said jail any person committed to his custody un- 
der the provisions of this Act, cr under the provisions of any or- 
dinance of the Comunissioners of said town. 


Section rg. The Commissioners of said town shall have the 
power and authority to use the money in the Treasury of said 
town, or any portion thereof, for the improvement, benefit and 
ornament thereof, as they may deem advisable. In the general 
performance of their duties, the acts, doings and determinations 
of a majority of the Commissioners of said town shall be as good 
and binding as the acts, doings and determinations of the whole. 
In case of a vacancy or vacancies in the Commissioners cf said 
town, the remaining members, until such vacancy or vacancics 
sha'l be filled as hereinbefore provided, shall have the same power 
ant authority as the whole. 


Section 15. It shall be the duty of the Alderman of said 
town and Commissioners of said town, and the Constables of 
Sussex County residing in said town, and of the town Constables, 
to suppress all riotous, turbulent, disorderly or noisy assemblages 
or gathering of persons in or about any buildings used for any 
fair, festival, concert, or any other social, literary or religious 
meetings, or any entertainment whatsoever, or in the streets, 
lanes, squares or alleys of said town, at any time or season what- 
ever; to prevent all gatherings whatever, which may obstruct or 
interfere with the free use of the streets or sidewalks, and for this 
purpose it shail be the duty of any of satd Constables to seize and 
arrest any such persons so offending and carry them before the 
Alderman of said town, whose duty it shall be to hear and deter- 
mine the case, and upon conviction before h'm the Alderman 
shall sentence any such person so,convicted to pay a fine not ex- 
ceeding ten dollars, and may commit the party to prison for a 
period not exceeding thirty days, or until such fine and costs shall 
he paid. It shall be the duty of the Alderman of said town, upon 
compl int made befcre him of any such riotous, turbulent, or noisy 
assemblages or gatherings as aforesaid, to issue his warrant to 
any of the Constables aforesaid, commanding him to arrest and 
bring any such person so offending as aforesaid before him for 
trial It shall be the duty of the Constable aforesaid, or any one 
of them, to arrest any drunken or disorderly person they may 
see on the streets, lanes or alleys of said town, and take such 
persons so arrested before the Alderman of said town, who shall 
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proceed forthwith to hear and determine the case, and upon con- 
viction before him he shall sentence such person in the same 
manner and to the same punishment provided in this Section for 
the punishment of persons brought before-him for the offences 
in this Section first enumerated. If upon view of the person or 
persons who may be brought before the Alderman of said town 
for violation of this Section it shall appear to the Alderman that 
in his judgment, such person or persons are not in a condition 
to be heard or tried, he may commit such persons to the town 
lock-up or jail to wait a trial at a time by him to be fixed; such 
time shall in no case be more than twenty-four hours from the 
time of commitment, unless the expiration of the said twenty-tour 
hours would be on the Lord’s day, and then not later than ten 
o'clock on the Monday morning following. The fee to the Alder- 
man of said town for the trial of any cause under this Section 
shall be fifty cents, and to the Constable making the arrest fifty 


cents. 


Section 16. The Aldermen of said town, the Commissioners 
of said town, and the town Constables shall have power and au- 
thority to suppress, extinguish and prevent all bon-fires in any 
of the streets, lanes, alleys or squares of said town, and to sup- 
press and prevent the firing of guns or pistols, or the setting off 
of fire crackers or other hreworks, or the making and throwing 
of fireballs within the limits of said town, and the Commission- 
ers of said town may, by ordinance or ordinances, impose fines 
and penalties upon the persons violating the provisions of th’s 
Section, and may provide for the collection of such fines and 
penalties so imposed. 


Section 17, The Commissioners of said town are hereby 
required and authorized to prohibit the use, ma‘ntenance or es- 
tablishment of any building or structure wherein any cattle, sheep 
or swine are now, or may hereafter be slaughtered, and to fur- 
taer prohibit any offal or refuse matter from any such building 
or structure being brought within the limits of said town. Tou 
cause all obstructions and nuisances that may at any time be 
and exist within the limits of said town, whether in the streets, 
lanes or alleys, or on the sidewalks, or in any other place within 
the limits aforesaid, to be removed and abated. The Commis- 
stoners of said town, or a majority of them may proceed, either 
cn their own view or upon complaint of any other citizen, in 
writing, stating the character of the obstruction or nuisance, and 
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where the same exists. If the Commissioners of said town, or a 
majority of them, either of themselves or upon such information, 
or upon view, shall determine that an obstraction or nuisance 
exists and ought to be removed, they shall give notice in writing, 
signed by the President of said Commissioners, to the person 
causing the obstruction or nuisance, or who is responsible for its 
existence Or continuance, to remove or abate the same, and if 
such person shall refuse or neglect for the space of two days after 
such notice to remove or abate such obstruction or nuisance, the 
Commissioners of said town shail have power and authority to 
cause such obstruction or nuisance to be removed or abated; and 
for this purpose the Commissioners of said town may issue a 
warrant in the name of the town of Laurel under the hand of 
the President of the Commissioners, and the seal of said corpora- 
tion, and directed to any Constable of the town of Laurel, com- 
manding him forthwith to remove or abate such obstruction or 
nuisance; whereupon the constable to whom the said warrant 
may be delivered, shall forthwith proceed to remove or abate the 
same, and for this purpose he shall have full power and authority 
to enter into and upon any lands and premises within the town of 
Laurel, and to take with him such assistance, implements. horses. 
carts, wagons or other things, as may be necessary and proper, 
and do and perform all matters and things, right and proper to 
he done for the removal of such obstruction or the abatement of 
such nuisance. The costs and damages of all the proceedings 
siall be determined and adjudged by the Commissioners of said 
town, and if the same be not paid to the Treasurer of said town 
i r the use of the town, by the person causing the obstruction or 
nuisanee, or who ts responsible for its existence or continuance. 


damages shall have been presented to such person, then the 
Commissioners of said town may proceed to collect the same out 
of the goods and chattels of such person by warrant issued to the 
Treasurer of said town in the same manner as provided in See- 
tion 10 of this Act for the collection of the expense of any pav- 
ing, graveling, ete, and the Treasurer of said town, upon the re- 
ceipt of such warrant, shall have all the powers to sell the goods 
and chattels of such person conferred and shall proceed in thie 
same manner as directed by said Section to of this Act, on war-

the use of the town the sum of five dollars, and one dollar addi- 
tlonal for each and every day such obstruction or nuisance shall 
continue unremoved or unabated after the expiration of the two 
days’ notice as aforesaid, to be recovered with costs of suit, in the 
name of the town of Laurel, before the Alderman of said town or 
any Justice of the Peace resicling in said town, as debts of like 
amount are recoverable. In ascertaining the amcunt of the jude- 
ment the person before whom the case is heard and determined 
shall compute the time beginning with and including the day fol- 
lowing the expiration of the said two days’ notice up to and in- 
cluding the day on which judgment is rendered, if the obstruction 
or nuisance be theh not removed or abated, or if then removed 
or abated, up to and exclusive of the day on which such obstrue- 
tion or nuisance was removed or abated, and one dollar for every 
such day shall be added to the five dollars and judgment rendered 
accordingly, If the amount of the judgment, exciusive of che 
costs, will exceed one hundred dollars, the case shall not be coy- 
nizable before the Alderman or Justice of the Peace, but in stich 
case suit in the name of the town of Laurel may be brought in 
the Superior Court of the State of Delaware, in and for Sussex 
County.

Section 18. Tf any constable shall neglect or refuse to per- 
form any of the duties required by him by this Act he shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and it shall be the duty of the 
Commissioners of said town to present him to the Grand Jury of 
Sussex County, and aipon conviction thereof by indictment, he 
shall be fined in a sum not Jess than ten nor more than one 
hundred dotlars, and may be imprisoned, in the discretion of the 
Court, for any term not exceeding one year, and upon such con- 
viction he shall forfeit his office. 


Section Ty. It shall be the duty of the Commissioners of 
the said town, at the meeting on the first Wednesday in March 
in each and every year, or as soon as conveniently may be there- 
after, to elect by ballot a Treasurer and Secretary, who shall hold 
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their offices until the first Wednesday in March next after their 
election and until their successors shall be duly elected and quali- 
fied. The Treasurer and Secretary may or may not be the same 
person, and they may at same time hoid the office of Commission- 
er. The said Commissioners shail also have authority to elect by 
ballot a Collector of Taxes, who may or may not be a member

Section 20. That at the first regular meeting held in March, Assessor

When the assessment is returned, the Commissioners shall give 
five days pubiie notice of the fact, and they will sit together at a 
certain place and on a certain day, to be designated by them, 
from one till four o'clock in the afternoon, to hear appeals from 
said assessment. They shail have power on such day to add to 
or inerease any assessment except that of poll, which shall always 
rema‘n at the figures above stated. When the appeal day is past, 
they shall, without delay, cause the assessment [st to be tran- 
seribed and the transeript to be delivered to the collector, who 
shall thereupon collect from cach taxable his proportion of tax 
laid and pay over the whole amount, deducting commissions and 
delinquencies which shall be allowed by the Comnnissioners, to 
the treasurer of the said town, by the first day of September 
next, after the receipt of his duplicate. The collector shall have 
the same power for the collection of said taxes as are conferred 
by law on the collectors of county taxes. Provided, however. 
that in making said assessment for the town of laurel that all ma- 
ehinery in any manufactory now in said town, or that may be 
hereafter erected, shall be exempted from taxation for town pur- 
poses, and that only the real estate and buildings belonging to 
said factories shall be taxed. 
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the corporate limits of the said town of Laurel shall, on or before 
the first day of July in each and every year, go before the Alder- 
man of said town and there register said dog or dogs so owned 
hy them, and pay to the said Alderman a tax or registration fee 
of one dollar for each male dog and two dollars for each female 
dog. The Alderman shall furnish for each dog so registered and 
on which the said tax or fee has been paid, an oval brass tag of 
not less than one inch in width and one and one-haif inches in 
length, with a number stamped thereon, which said tag shall be 
worn on a strap around the neck of said dog su registered.

All dogs, male or female, 
found running at large within the corporate limits of said town 
alter the said first day of July, not wearing the brass tags as here- 
inbefore provided, shall be caught or taken up by a suitable per- 
son who shall be appointed for that purpose by the town com- 
missioners at their first meeting after organization, or any subse- 
quent meeting, of each year, said dogs after being caught or taken 
up shall be kept in some suitabie place to be provided by the 
said Commissioners, for the period of two days, during which 
time any owner or owners can redeem said dog or dogs by hav- 
ing the same registered as hereinbefore provided, and paying to 
the said Alderman, in addition to the tax or fee so paid all ex- 
penses ot taking and keeping said dog or dogs. If such dogs so 
kept are not redeemed within the specified time, it shall be law- 
ful for the official so catching and kecping such dogs to sell them 
at a price not less than the cost of registration and the expenses 
of taking and keeping same, or upon inability to sell them, to kill 
or destroy them. The town commissioners are hereby author- 
ized to expend any sum of money not exceeding the revenue de- 
rived from the registration of dogs, for the purpose of carrying 
this law into effect, fixing the compensation of the said official 
for catching and keeping the dogs aforesaid, and any other ex- 
penses necessary for the proper execution of this law. The said 
Alderman shall keep a suitable book for such registration, and 
shall make settlement with the town commissioners whenever 
called upon to do so. He shal! be allowed eight per cent. on all 
moneys so received by him as dog tax, and shall pay over the 
remainder to the treasurer of the said town, taking his receipt 
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for the same. If there should remain any surplus of dog tax so 
collected, after the expense hereinbefore mentioned shall have 
been paid, it shall be applicable in like manner as other taxes.

pay the same on said demand, to give written notice to any person 
or persons residing in Sussex County whom he may suppose to 
have in his or their possession any goods, chattels, rights, credits, 
inoneys, or wages belonging to or owing to said taxable, stating 
the amount of taxes due from said delinquent taxable, and if the 
person served with notice as aforesaid, shall refuse or neglect for 
thirty days after such notice to file a statement with the said col- 
lector, giving in detail the goods, chattels, rights, credits, moneys, 
or wages in his hands belonging to said delinquent taxable and 
to deliver the same to the collector, or to pay into the hands of 
the collector so much money as will satisfy said town and other 
tax due and owing to said town of Laurel from said delinquent 
taxable, and all costs incurred in and about the collecting of 
said town and other taxes from said delinquent, the collector may 
proceed by suit in the name of the town of Laurel, before any 
Justice of the Peace in the town of Laurel, against any person 
notified as aforesaid and failing as hereinbefore provided, and 
may recover against him, her or them a judgment for the amount 
of the town and other taxes due from said delinquent taxable, 
and all costs. The costs shall be fixed by the Justice of the Peace 
and shall conform as near as may in amount as fees in cases now 
cognizable before Justices of the Peace. The process, mode of 
trial, right of appeal and form of proceeding shall be as pre- 
seribed in Chapter 99 of the Revised Statutes of this State.

contracts and notices. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to 
keep an aceurate record of all the business transacted by the snid 
Board, and to attest all orders on the Treasurer and other papers 
signed by the President. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to 
have the custody of all money arising from the sale of bonds 
which the Commissioners of Lewes are or may hereafter be au- 
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thorized to place in the hands of the said Board of Public Works 
for negotiation and delivery. He shall also have the custody of 
all money derived from water rents and electric lighting and all 
other revenues of the said Board. He shall keep an accurate 
account of all money received and disbursed by him, and annual- 
ly make a full report of the same to the Commissioners of Lewes, 
which report shall be audited by the same auditors as are ap- 
pointed to audit the account of the town, The said auditors shall 
have free access to all the books, papers and vouchers of said 
Treasurer, for the purpose of auditing the said report, and shall 
publish the said report, together with their report thereon, in a 
newspaper printed in the County. Each of the auditors shall re- 
ceive as compensation for his services the sum of Two dollars. 
which, together with the costs of publishing the report, shall be 
paid out of the funds of the town. 


At the expiration of his term, the Treasurer shall turn over 
all money, books and papers belonging to his office to his suc- 
cessor. He shall give bond to the Commissioners of Lewes for 
the faithful performance of his duty in such sum and with such 
surety as the said Board of Public Works may require and as the 
said Commissioners may approve. 


Section 3. The said Board of Public Works is hereby: au- 
thorized and empowered to do all things necessary for the loca- 
tion, erection, construction, equipment and operating said Water 
Works and Electric Light Plant, for furnishing the said town of 
Lewes with an ample supply of water and light, as aforesaid, and 
to purchase hose and hose carriages, and such other instruments 
and machines for use in the suppression of fires as to said Board 
may seem expedient, and to provide for the care and mainte- 
nance of the same, and to purchase engines, boilers, poles, and 
wires, and all such instruments and machines as may be necessary 
for the purpose of establishing an electric light plant to light the 
streets of said town and for furnishing the citizens and inhabitants 
with electric iHumination for private use, and to effect this object 
shall have power to lay pipes and to erect wires above, under, or 
along any of the streets, lanes, or alleys of said town, or any 
roads adjacent thereto; and whenever the said Board of Public 
Works shall deem it necessary or expedient to acquire lands for 
any purpose connected with said light and water supply, and 
such lands cannot be acquired by agreement between the owner 
or owners thereof and the said Board of Public Works, the said 
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Board shall direct its Secretary to notify the Commissioners of 
Lewes, and thereupon the said Commissioners of Lewes shall 
take such lands for the purpose aforesaid in the same manner and 
subject to the same conditions and proceedings as are or shall be 
provided by law for condemning and taking lands for the purpose 
of laying out and opening new streets in said town of Lewes. 
No petition or application of citizens shall be necessary, but the 
notice as aforesaid from the Secretary of the Board of Public 
Works shall be ample authority to the said Commissiouers tu 
proceed as herein provided. The said Board of Public Works 
shall grant to all persons whomsoever the privilege of using the 
light and water conveyed and distributed by said Board in said 
town in such a manner and on such terms and conditions as to 
the said Board may seem just and proper, and shall pass and 
adopt such rules and regulations touching the said light and wa- 
ter. its distribution through the said town and the streets therecf. 
the regulations of the use of water in case of fire, and the general 
management and control of the light and water supply as to the 
said Board shall at any time seem most expedient. 


Section 4. The said Board of Public Works shall have the 
supervision and control of all the public sewers and drains within 
the limits of the town, and may alter, repair or remove the same. 
and may cause new drains and sewers to be made and opened. 
The said Board may cause such sewer or drain pipes to be laid 
in any of the streets, lanes or alleys of the said town in such man- 
ner and of such material as it, the said Board, may deem proper. 
and may make proper outlets for the same into the Lewes River 
or Creek, and for the purpose of improving the sewerage and 
drainage of the town may enter upon and deepen any part of the 
channel of said Lewes River or Creek. The said Board shall 
make rules regulating the tapping of public sewers by the owners 
of abutting lands and shall provide for the granting of permits 
for the same and for the payment of such tapping fees as the said 
Board may deem proper, and it shall prescribe the mater‘al of all 
priwste drains or sewers which shall hereafter enter into any pub- 
lic sewer, and shall direct the manner in which they shall be taid. 


Section 5. That the said Board of Publie Works shall apply 
all the water rents and other revenues whicli may be derived from 
the water works, and the revenues from light, provided for by this 
Act, to paying the expenses of properly keeping up and cpera- 
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ting said works, lights and sewer system, and shall pay over the 
surplus, if any remains, to the Commissioners of Lewes, semi- 
annually on or before the twentieth day of June and the twen- 
tieth day of December in each and every year to be used for the 
payment of interest and for the redemption of any bonds, which 
the Commissioners may be authorized by law to issue for the 
purpose of establishing the said electric light plant, water works, 
and sewer system; and if at any time the revenues shall be in- 
sufficient for conducting and operating the said light plant, water 
works and sewer system, before the same shall become self-sus- 
taining, then the said Board of Public Works shall have authority 
and are hereby empowered to draft upon the said Commission- 
ers of Lewes to meet such deficiency, and the said Commission- 
ers shall honor the same out of any special fund authorized by 
law to be collected by taxation for that purpose. 


The Commissioners of Lewes shall pay monthly out of the 
general fund of the town to the said Board of Public Works for 
the purpose of street illumination and protection against fire such 
sum as the said Board of Public Works may prescribe, provided 
that the amount so paid for street illumination and protection 
against fire shall not exceed in any one year the sum of twenty- 
five hundred dollars. 


Section 6. That any person or persons designedly or negli- 
gently injuring the said Water Works, or any part thereof, or 
obstructing the passage of water to or from the same, or in any 
manner polluting the water required for said Water Works, at 
its source or at any point below such source, or who shall de- 
signedly or neghgently injure the machinery, apparatus, appli- 
ances, poles, wires or lamps of the Electric Plant, shall, for every 
such offense forfeit and pay to the Commissioners of Lewes a 
fine not exceeding one hundred dollars, to be recovered by said 
Commissioners of Lewes before the Mayor of said town, or any 
Justice of the Peace residing in Sussex County. The Commis- 
sioners of Lewes shall have power to impose fines and penalties 
for the violation of the rules and regulations of the Board of 
Public Works, or any ordinances made by the Commissioners 
of Lewes touching the protection of the said Light Plant, Water 
Works and Sewer System. 


Section 7. The said Board of Public Works is authorized to 
engage the services of a practical engineer and such agents and 
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servants as the said Board may deem proper and necessary for 
the work herein devolved upon it.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of 
Delaware in General Assembly met, (two-thirds of the members of 
cach branch concurring therein) : ; 


Section 1. That the Commissioners of Lewes be and are Commission: 
hereby authorized, empowered and directed to borrow, on theto borrow“ 


credit of the Town of Lewes, a sum of money not exceeding fifty aren worke, 
thousand dollars ($50,000), which shall be applied, appropriated “° 

and expended for the purpose of. erecting Water Works, and 
furnishing the said town with an ample supply of pure water 

for domestic purposes and for the protection of the said town 

against fire, providing a Sewer System, and establishing a proper 

Electric Light Plant, by purchase or otherwise, sufficient to 

properly light said town and furnish light for private use. 


That the said Commissioners of Lewes, for the purpose of 

carrying into effect the provisions of this Act, shall have power 

and authority, and are hereby directed to issue bonds of the town ponaa 

of Lewes of such denominations as they shall deem best, bearing Denomina- 
interest at a rate not exceeding four per centum per annum, pay- thentor P*" 


able semi-annually on the first days of July and January, respec- 
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tively, in each year at sugh bank or trust company as the Com- 7 
missioners shall designate The principal of such’ bonds shall t! 
be made payable in forty vears from the date of the issue thereof, il 
the said Commissioners of Lewes reserving the power and au- e 
thority of redeeming said bonds or any part of them at the ex- f 
piration of twenty vears from the date of the issue of the same; q 
provided, however, that if the said Commissioners of Lewes elect t!

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or the rules atid regulations for the government of the said town 
by the persons authorized to adopt the same under this Act. The 
fees of said Mayor shall be the same as are allowed Justices of 
the Peace for similar services under the law of this State. It 
shall be the duty of the Mayor to keep a book of record or docket, 
to be called the “Mayor's Docket of Léwes,” to be provided by 
the Board of Commissioners, aforesaid, in which all his official 
acts shall be entered; and he shall, upon the expiration of his term 
of office, deliver over to his successor all the books, papers, etc., 
pertaining to his office within ten days after the election and 
qualification of his successor, and in default of so doing he shall 
forfeit and pay, for the use of the said town, the sum of ten dol- 
lars, to be recovered before the succeeding Mayor or any Justice 
of the Peace residing in said town. 


Section 5. That the Mayor, Board of Commissioners, As- 
sessor and Treasurer aforesaid so elected, shall, before one of 
the Justices of the Peace in the said town be duly qualified by 
oath or affirmation to perform the duties of their offices respec- 
tively to the best of their knowledge and without favor or par- 
tiality and after being so qualified the said Board of Commission- 
ers at their first mecting after each election, shall choose a Sec- 
retary who may or may not be a member of said Board who shall 
continue from year to year; and if, by death or otherwise, the 
place of Secretary shall become vacant, the Board of Commis- 
sioners, or a majority of them, at their meeting thereafter are 
hereby authorized to fill the said vacancy. 


The officers so appointed as Secretary, if not a member of 
the Board of Commissioners, shall not have the right of a vote 
in the deliberations of said Board of Commissioners. All the 
Board of Commissioners shall act, but the decision of a majority 


shall govern. 


That the President of the Board of Commissioners of Lewes, 
the Mayor, shall preside at all its meetings, appoint all commit- 
tees, receive complaints of nuisances, and other complaints of 
citizens of violation of law and ordinances and to present the 
same to the Board of Commissioners, aforesaid, at their first 
mecting for their action. Any such infraction or violation of the 
law or ordinances as requires immediate action to cause the same 
to be proceeded on at once.

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It shall be the duty of the Secretary to record all the pro- puty of Secre- 
ecedings of the said Board of Commissioners and keep a correct tary 
journal of the same in a book or books provided for the purpose, 
and also the papers relative to the said town, all of which are to 
be carefully preserved and delivered to his successor in office. He 
shall issue and sign all licenses for every exhibition within the

by serving written notice to that effect to the President of the 
said Board of Commissioners. In order to prosecute said appeal, 
such owner or owners shall, within ten days after the expiration 
of the ten days allowed for appeals, and upon ten days’ notice to 
said President of the Board of Commissioners, make written 
application to the Associate Judge of the Superior Court, of this 
State, residing in Sussex County, for the appointment of a Com- 
mission to hear and determine the matter in controversy, and 
thereupon the said Associate Judge shall issue a Comimission, 
under his hand, directed to five freeholders of the said County, 
three of whom shall be residents of said town of Lewes and two

The freeholders named in such Commission, being first 
sworn or affirmed as in said Commission shall be directed. 
shall view the premises, and they, or a majority of them, shall 
assess the damages as aforesaid, and shall make return, in writing, 
of their proceedings in the premises to the said Associate Judge. 
who shall deliver said return to said Board of Commissioners. 
which shall be final and conclusive. The Associate Judge shall 
have power to fill any vacaney in the Commission. The amount 
of damages being so ascertained, the Board of Commissioners 
may pay or tender the same to the person or persons entitled 
thereto within one month after the same shall be finally ascer- 
tained, or if the person or persons so entitled resides out of or is 
absent from the town during the said period of one month, then 
the same may be deposited, to his or her credit, in any bank of 
the town of Lewes, within said time, and thereupon said property 
or land may be taken or ocewpied for the uses aforesaid. In the 
ascertainment and assessment of damages by freeholders appoint- 
ed by the Associate Judge aforesaid, if the damages shall be in- 
creased, the cost of the appeal shall be paid by the Treasurer of 
the town out of any money in his hands belonging to the town: 
but if said damages shall not be increased the cost of the appeai 
shall be paid by the party appealing. The fees to the frecholders 
shall be two dollars per day to each, which shall be taxed as part 
of the costs. After the damages shall be fixed and ascertained by 
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ihe freeholders, the Board of Commissioners shall have the op- 
tion to pay the damages assessed within the tine aforesaid and to 
proceed with the said improvements, or, upon the payments of 
the costs only, may abandon the proposed improvements. 
Section 11, And be it further enacted as aforesaid, That all 
the pubic and vacant lands lying within the corporate limits of 
the said town shall, from and after the passage of this Act, be 
vested in the town of Lewes, and the Commissioners of said 
town shall have jurisdiction over the same, and are hereby an- 
thorized to lease (to persons who will improve or agree to im- 
prove the same) such portions of said lands upon such time and 
terms as they may deem proper for the interest and benefit of 
said town; and if hereafter any person or persons shall, without 
the permission and consent of the Commissioners of the -said 
town, build aipon or inclose any of the said public lands, he or 
they shall forfeit such improvements or buildings to the said 
town; and the said Commissioners may assess a ground rent on 
persons having buildings now erected on any of the public lands. 
which shall not exceed two dollars on the one hundred ‘dollars 
of the assessed value of the said buildings, and may assess any 
person or persons having inclosed or claiming the use or privi- 
lege of any of the said public grounds a tax not exceeding six 
per cent. of the assessed value of said fot or lots so inclosed or 


claimed. 
The said Commissioners of the town of Lewes are hereby 


invested with full and exclusive authority and control over the 
Great and Beach Marshes, Cape and Cape Marshes, near Lewes, 
and may sell and dispose of the grass and hay thereof in the 
month of July, in each and every year, at public sale, giving notice 
by printed advertisements, posted in five of the most public 
places in Lewes and Rehoboth hundred ten days before the day 
of sale, to the highest bidder or bidders for the same: the notices 
shall specify the place when and where the grass or hay will be 
sold: and are farther authorized to sell the wood and timber on 
the Cape and Cape Marshes at any time that it may be necessary 
or desired for any improvement made in or near said town by 
and with the coneurrence of a majority of said Commission- 
ers; and the proceeds arising from the sale of the grass, hay, 
wood and timber shall be paid over to the Treasurer of the town, 
to be applied by the said Commissioners to such improvements 
of the town of Lewes as they may deem proper. If any person 
or persons, without first obtaining permission from the Com- 
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niissioners, shall fall, cut, cart or convey any green timber or 
wood, or any timber on or from said Cape for any private use 
whatsoever, except wood cut from dead timber for fuel, he or 
they shall forfeit and pay any sum not exceeding fifty dollars 
with costs, to be recovered by the Commissioners, for the use of 
the town, in the same manner as debts of that amount are re- 
coverable; or the said Commissioners may seize any timber or 
wood so cut from any person or persons so offending, and may 
dispose of the same to the highest bidder for the use of said town, 
and may pass any rules, regulations and ordinances regarding 
the cutting the said timber as they may deem proper for the inter- 
est of said town; provided that nothing in this Section or Act 
shall authorize the said Commissioners to pass any ordinances to 
prevent any citizen of said town of Lewes or State of Delaware 
from fishing along said Delaware Bay shore, or from grazing 
cattle on said Cape, or Beach or Cape Marshes (except that the 
said Commissioners of Lewes shall have authority to prevent, by 
ordinance to that effect, cattle or other animals from running at 
large within certain limits to be specified by said ordinance op- 
posite to and in front of said town and by building fences, pro- 
viding gates, stiles and crossings as may be necessary for public 
convenience). All the public or vacant lands contiguous to but 
outside of the corporate limits of said town and fronting on the 
Bay, to the extent of one mile along the beach, shall, from and 
after the passing of this Act, continue to be vested in the town 
of Lewes, and the Commissioners of said town shall have the 
same jurisdiction and authority over them, with the same inter- 
ests in, and rights and powers in relation to them as are now 
vested in and conferred upon them in regard to all the public 
and vacant lands lying within the corporate limits of the said 
town; and if hereafter any person or persons shall, without the 
permission and consent of the Commissioners of the said town, 
build upon or inclose any of the said public lands hereinbefore 
first mentioned and referred to, he or they shall forfeit such 
buildings and improvements to the said town; and the said Com-

and not held under a lease from the Commissioners at a certain 
rent, a tax not exceeding six per cent. of the assessed actual 
value of the land so inclosed, occupied or claimed and two per 
cent, of the actual value of the improvements thereon. A tax 
upon persons holding such public land under a lease from the 
said Commissioners at a certain rent may be assessed at the same 
rate in the present value thereof and the improvements thereon, 
after deducting the value of the ground at the period of the re- 
servation of the rent which value shall be estimated at one hun- 
dred dollars for every six dollars reserved, and so far a greater 
or less sum of rent. Such parts of Section 9 of the Act entitled 
“An Act to Incorporate the Town of Lewes, and for other pur- 
poses,” as amended by Chapter 535 of Volume 14, of the Laws of 
Delaware, and as republished in Chapter 536 of the same Volume 
as provided for a ground rent on persons having erected build- 
ings on the public lands and a tax on persons having inclosed or 
claiming the use or privilege of any of the said public lands in- 
consistent with this Act, are hereby repealed; provided that noth- 
ing herein contained shall be construed to authorize any per- 
son or persons to build upon or inclose any of the said public 
lands without the permission and consent of the Commissioners 
of the said town, nor to authorize the said Commissioners to as- 
sess a tax upon persons excluded from the provisions of said 
Section 9 of the Act hereby supplemented and amended. 


Section 13. That the said Board of Commissioners shall 
have authority to make such regulations and ordinances for the 
government of the town as they shall deem proper and necessary, 
and they are hereby authorized and required to provide sanitary 
measures for the health of the citizens, and to prevent the intro- 
duction of infectious or contagious diseases, for which purpose 
their jurisdiction shall extend at any distance within one mile 
of the limits of said town, and cause all obstructions and nuisances 
that may at any time be and exist within the limits of said town, 
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whether in the streets, lanes, alleys, or gutters, on the sidewalks, 
cr in any other place within the limits aforesaid, to be removed 
and abated. The Board of Commissioners, or a majority of- them, 
may proceed, either upon their own view or upon complaint of 
any other citizen, in writing, stating the character of the nuisance 
and where the same exists. If the said Board of Commissioners, 
or a majority of them, either upon such information or upon 
view, shall determine that an obstruction or nuisance exists an:} 
ought to be removed, they shall give notice, in writing, to the 
person causing such obstruction or nuisance, or who ts respom- 
sible for its existence or continuance, to remove or abate the 
same, and if such person shall refuse or neglect, for the space of 
two days after such notice, to remove or abate the said ‘obstruc- 
tion or nuisance, he shall forfeit and pay the sum of ten dollars 
with costs, to be recovered by the Board of Conimissioners of 
Lewes, for the use of the town, in the same manner as debts of 
that amount are recoverable; and for every additional day the 
same shall remain unremoved and abated he or she shall forfeit 
the further sum of ten dollars, to be recovered, with costs, in the 
same manner. The Board of Commissioners aforesaid may also 
pass ordinances to protect shade trees planted along the streets, 
lanes or alleys, or upon any square within the town limits; to 
ascertain and fix the boundaries of streets, squares, lanes and al- 
leys, or to repair and improve the same, or to alter, extend or 
widen or straighten any street, square, lane or alley, or open or 
lay out new ones, subject to the provisions in that behalf herein 
contained; to regulate and fix the ascents and descents of alt 
streets, lanes and alleys, and the drainage thereof; and to direct 
the paving and graveling of footpaths and prescribe the width 
thereof; to regulate and provide for the making of gutters and 
the placing of gutter stones or plates therein, and for curbing, 
wherever in their opinion such paving or graveling, making of 
gutters and the placing of gutter stones or plates therein, and 
curbs may be necessary and proper; to prescribe the extent of 1 


steps, porches, cellar doors and other inlets to lots and buildings. : 

Section 14. That the Board of Commissioners, or a majority 

of them, be and they are hereby authorized and required, upon { 

the written petition of five or more freeholders, to direct, in 
writing, the owner or owners of any house or Jand in Lewes be- 

iavement, fore or in front of which they may deem proper that a pavement 1 
‘ should be made, to curb and lay a pavement, or either, or both, ' 
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of brick or smooth stones or cement, of such length and width 
as the said Board of Commissioners may specify: - 

In the event of any owner neglecting to comply with said 
notice for the space of three months, the said Board of Commis- 
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stoners may procéed to have the same done, and when done, poly for 


the Treasurer of the said town shall, as soon as convenient there-— 
after, present to the owner or owners of such lands a bill, show- 
ing the expense of such paving or curbing, or either, or both; if 
such owner or owners be not a resident in the town of Lewes, 
such bill may be presented to the occupior or tenant of such land, 
or, if there be no occupior or resident of: said town of Lewes, 
such bill may be sent by mail to such owner or owners, directed 
to him or them at the postoffice nearest his or their residence. 
If such bill be not paid by the owner or owners of such lands 
within thirty days after the presentation of the same, as afore- 
said, then it shall be the duty of said Board of Commissioners to 
issue a warrant, in the name of the Commissioners of Lewes, 
under the hand of the President, attested by the Secretary of said 
Board of Commissioners, and under the seal of the said Corpora- 
tion, directed to the Treasurer of the Commissioners of Lewes, 
commanding him that of the goods and chattels, lands and tenc- 
ments of such owner or owners he shall cause to be levied and 
made the amount of sa:d bill, together with all costs. It shall 
be the duty of said Treasurer, as soon as convenient after the 
said warrant shall be delivered to him, and after ten days’ notice 
to the owner or owners of such lands, and after posting five or 
more notices of sale in at least five public places in the town of 
Lewes at least ten days before the day of sale, to sell the goods 
and chattels of such owner or owners at public auction, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary to pay the amount of said bill. 
with all costs. If no goods and chattels of such owner or owners

of Commissioners, signed by the President and attested by the 
Secretary under the seal of the Board of Commissioners, shall 
convey to the purchaser or purchasers of such lands and tene- 
ments as full and complete title, in fee simple or otherwise, as 
if the same were executed by the owner or owners thereof. The 
claim for paving or curbing, or either, or both, shall be a lien on 
the premises in front of which the said work was done, and shall 
have priority over any lien, incumbrance or conveyance suffered 
or made by the said owner or owners alter the completion of the 
said improvements. From the proceeds of the sale of said goods 
and chattels, or lands and tenements, sold as aforesaid, it shall 
be the duty of the Treasurer as aforesaid, to pay all costs arising 
from the sale to the parties entitled thereto, and to retain for the 
use of the said town the amount of the said bill as aforesaid, and 
the residue thereof, if any, shall be deposited in any bank of said 
town of Lewes to the credit of the said owner or owners. 


The Treasurer aforesaid shall be entitled to receive two dol- 
lars for every sale of personal property under this Section, and 
ten dollars for every sale of real estate under this Section, to- 
gether with such additional sum as may be reasonable and proper 
for the keeping, taking care of such personal property, for selling 
the same, and for advertising, all of which shall be part of the 
cost to be paid out of the purchase money as aforesaid. Any 
notice required by this Section to one co-owner shall be notice 
to all, and in case no owner shall reside in the said town, notice 
served upon the occupier or tenant shall be sufficient, or if there 
be no owner or occupier or tenant of said premises resident in 
said town, it shall be sufficient to send notice by mail to any 
owner of said premises directed to him or her at the nearest post- 
office nearest his or her place of residence; the provisions herein 
contained in this Section shall apply to any order made by the 
Board of Commissioners of said town in respect to any pave- 
ment, sidewalk or curb heretofore made or done which the said 
Board of Commissioners may deem insufficient or to need repair- 
ing. 

If any lot or lots, house or houses, on any of the streets of 
said town of Lewes shall be held or owned by any widow or wi- 
dows as and for her dower or any tenant for life, such expenses 
incurring as aforesaid, for the lot or lots, house or houses, so 
held shall be paid by the owner or owners of the reversion in fee 
simple; and if such owner or owners be minors at the time of 
such expense being incurred, then to be paid by the guardian or 
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agent acting for such minor or minors, out of any money or ef- 
fects of such minor or minors, and receipt therefor to such 
guardian or agent shall be sufficient evidence of such payment 
and be allowed in his or her guardian or agent's account, and if 
not paid by the guardian or agent as aforesaid, on the presenta- 
tion of the bill, the same to remain on interest from the day of 
presentation and be a lieu against such lot and improvements 
until paid. All subsequent repairs named in this Act to be kept 
up at the expense of the said tenant in dower o1 other life inter- 
est. The said Board of Commissioners of Lewes, in addition to 
the provisions of this Section hereinbefore contained, shall have 
the power and authority to enforce by ordinance all the require- 
ments of this Section by imposing such fines and penalties a:

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CHAPTER 200 
OF CITIES AND TOWNS. 
AN ACT TO RE-INCORPORATE THE COMMISSIONERS OF Risnoporn, 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of 
Delaware in General Assembly met, (two-thirds of the members of 
each branch. thereof concurring therein): 


Section 1. That all the lands lying and situated within the 
linits of what was formerly the limits of what was formerly the 
Rehoboth Beach Association, situated in Lewes and Rehoboth 
Hundred, Sussex County and State of Delaware, shall be known 
as The Town of Rehoboth and by that name shall hereafter be 
called and designated. 


Section 2. That the Commissioners of Rehoboth now in 
office and their successors hereafter chosen under the provisions 
of this Act, shall be a body politic and corporate in fact and in 
law, by nanie, style and title of The Commissioners of Rehoboth 
and by that name may sue aid be sued, implead and be implead- 
ed in all courts of law or equity in this State and elsewhere, and 
shall have power to make and use a common seal and alter and 
renew the same at pleasure, and for the purposes of this Act re- 
new the sae at pleasure, and for the purposes of this Act herein- 
after set forth to take, hold, receive and enjoy any lands, tene- 
ments aud hereditaments in fee simple or otherwise, and also 
goods, chattels, rights and credits, and to alien, grant and dis- 
pose of the same in such manner as they may deem expedient 
aud proper for the purposes hereinafter expressed; and also 
to appoint such officers and agents as shall be deemed necessary 
or convenient forthe management of the affairs of said Town; 
to fix and determine the compensation of such officers and agents, 
aud generally to do all such acts and things as are or shall be

ed, at the expenses of the owner or occupant of the premises; To 
prevent and punish horse racing and immoderate driving or rid- 
ing, in any street, highway or strand, and to authorize the stop- 
ping and detention of any person who shall be guilty of immod- 
crate driving or riding in any street, or highway, or strand; To 
prevent the driving of any drove or droves of horses, mules, cat- 
tie, sheep or swine through any of the streets of the town, on the 
first day of the week, commonly called Sunday, and to regulate the 
sane at other times; To regulate, protect and improve the public 
grounds of said town; To provide lamps and to light the streets 
and public places of every description, in said town; To make 
and regulate wells, pumps, aqueducts and cisterns in the public 
streets; To establish and regulate one or more pounds, and to 
restrain the running at large of horses, cattle, swine, goats, and 
other animals, geese and other poultry, and to authorize the im- 
pounding and sale of the same, for the penalty incurred, and the 
cost of keeping, impounding and sale; To regulate and prevent 
the running at large of dogs; to authorize the destruction of dogs 
running at large, and to impose taxes on the owners of dogs; To 
locate, regulate and remove slaughter houses and hog pens, privies 
and water closets; To prescribe and regulate the places of vend- 
ing or exposing for sale wood, hay, straw, and other articles from 
waguns or other vehicles; To regulate or prohibit anv. practice 
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having a enaenS: to frighten animals, or toannay persons passing 
in the streets, or on the sidewalks in said town; To restrain drunk- 
ards, vagrants, mendicants and street begears; To prescribe the 
manner in which all contracts for performing work or furnishing 
materials for the town shall be made and executed; To abate or 
remove nuisances of every kind, at the expense at those main- 
taining the same and to compel the owner or occtupant of fot. 
house, building, shed, cellar, or place wherein may be carried on 
any business or calling, or in or upon which there may exist, any 
matter or thing, which is or may be detrimental in the opinion of 
the Commissioners or local board of health, to the health of the 
inhabitants of the town, to cleanse, remove or abate the sanie, 
under the directions of the Commissioners, as often as the said 
Commissioners or local board of health may deem necessary for 
the health of the inhabitants of the town; or in a summary manner 
to cause the same to be done at the expense and proper cost of 
such owner or occupant; and such owner or occupant is hereby 
expressly nade liable for said cost and expenses, to be collected 
in such manner as the Commissioners may by ordinance direct, 
from sich owner or occupant, in addition to any fine or penalty, 
to which he or she may he liable for maintaining the said nui- 
sance, To regulate and control the manner of building or re- 
moval of dwelling houses or other buildings and to provide tor 
granting permits for the same. To establish a butlding line tor 
buildings hereafter to be erected; provided that such building 
line shall not be established more than ten feet back front the 
front line of the lots. To prohibit within certain limits, to be 
from time to time prescribed by ordinance, the building ar erect- 
ine of stables; to regulate the construction of chimneys, to com- 
pel the sweeping thereof, to prevent the setting up or construc- 
tion of furnaces, stoves, boilers, ovens or other things in such 
manner as to be dangerous; to prohibit the deposit of ashes in 
unsafe places, to authorize any town officer or constable or per- 
son whom they may designate for that purpose, to enter upon 
and inspect any place or places for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether the same is or are ina safe condition, and if not, to direc: 
cr cause the same to be made so; to regulate or prohibit the ear- 
rving on of manufactories dangerous in causing or promciing 
fires: to regulate or prohibit the manufacture, sale or use of fire- 
works, and the use of firearms in said town; to regulate or pro- 
“ibit the use of candles and lights in barns, stables and other 
buidings. To estabiish, regulate and control a suitable sewer 
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and drainage system for said town; “Provided, however, that the 
Commissioners shall not have authority to bond the town for this 
or any other purpose without an act of the General Assembly 
and a majority vote of the freeholders authorizing the same.” 
To regulate or prohibit swimming or bathing in the ocean or in 
the waters within the limits of the town; To make and establish 
such other ordinances, regulations, rules and by-laws, not coi 
trary to the laws of the State or of the United States, as they, 
the said Commissioners, ‘may deem necessary to carry into effect 
the powers and duties conferred and imposed upon them by this 
Act or any ather law of this State, and such also as they may 
deem necessary and proper for the good government, order, pro- 
tection of persons and property, and for the preservation of the 
public health and property of said town and its inhabitants. 

Section to, The said Commissioners may fix and prescribe fines and 
fines and penalties not aver Twenty dollars, for the violation of . 
any authorized town ordinance and any person violating any 
such ordinance, shall upon conviction of the offense before the 
Alderman or any Justice of the Peace within the county, be fined 
the amount so prescribed, and upon failure to pay such fine. be 
cominitted to the town lock-up or county jail fer not more than 
five days. All fines-and penalties when collected shall be paid to 
tbe treasurer of the town. 

Section 11, That the Commissioners of Rehoboth are au- pavements,

Section 13. That the said Commissioners after having as- 
certained the sum necessary to be raised on the said town for 
each year for the purposes mentioned in this Act, shall make a 
true, just and impartial valuation or assessment of the real estate 
within said town, except as hereinbefore exempted, and shall as 
soon as possible, cause a full and complete transcript of said as- 
sessment, containing the amount assessed to each freeholder, tu 
be hung up in a public place in said town, there to remain for the 
space of ten days for public inspection. The said Commissioners 
shall, within three days after the expiration of the said ten days. 
hold a court of appeal. which shall continue open from 2 o'clock 
P. M.to 5 0’clock P. M. of the said day, when tney shall hear ap- 
peals from said assessments. Notice of the hanging up of the list

appeals shall be given by notices posted in at least five public 
places in said town, The decision of the said Commissioners upor:

That the said Commissioners, after having re- 
vised and completed the said assessment as aforesaid, and ascer- 
tained and determined, according to their best judgment the 
amount necessary and proper to be assessed to each freeholder 
of said town, and also the tax levied on the whole valuation and 
assessment, and the rate per hundred dollars, they, or a majority 
of them, shall sign said perfected list and immediately place the 
same or a duplicate thereof in the hands of the said cotiector, who 
shall at once proceed to colfect the taxes mentioned and contain- 
cd in said list, and in collecting the same shall have the same 
powers as are given by law to the cullector of the county taxes 
in the collection of said taxes the said collector shall deduct five 
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per cent. from the amount of the tax assessed against the person 
or property of any one who will pay such tax by the first day of 
September in any year following the assessment of the said tax, 
and shall deduct four per cent. from the amount of tax assessed 
against the person or property of any one who will pay such tax 
by the first day of October in any year following the assessment 
of said tax. The said collector before entering upon the duties 
of his office shall give bond with sufficient surety to the said Com- 
missioners, to be approved by them, in a sum at least double the 
amount of the list or duplicate of taxes placed in his hands, condi- 
tioned for the faithful discharge of the trusts imposed in him 
and for the collection of all taxes committed to him and for the 
payment by him of the amount of all such taxes, excepting on!y 
so far as allowances shall be made to him by the said Commis- 
sioners for delinquencies, commissions or otherwise, to the offi- 
cer or officers authorized or appointed by the said Commissioners 
for the purpose, at such times as the Commissioners shall appoint. 
The said collector shall receive such reasonable compensation or 
commissions for his services as shall be determined by the said 
Commissioners. 


Section 15. It shall be the duty of the auditors of said town 
to meet the Commissioners and treasurer on the second Monday 
in July, annually, and then and there to audit and examine the 
accounts, vouchers, and books of the said Commissioners, and 
treasurer and collector, and record the result of said examinations 
itta book to be furnished by the said Contmissioners for tha: 
purpose, and,shall make and exhibit a report of the financial condi- 
tion and status of said town, to be hung up in some public place 
in said town within ten days after said meeting. 


Section 16. ‘Phe sai Conmissioners at the meeting nex! 
after each annual election, as hereinbefore provided for, or as 
soon thereafter as convenient, shall elect some suitable person 
to be Alderman of Rehoboth, who may or may not be a Justice 
of the Peace resident in said town, to serve as such for one year. 
or until his suceessor shall be duly elected, subject, however, to 
be removed. from office at any tine by a vote of two-thirds of all 
the said Commissioners. Before entering upon the duties of this 
office he shall be sworn or affirnted, by the president or by anv 
one of the Commissioners, to perform the duties of his office 
honestly, faithfully and diligently. [t shall be his duty to execute 
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all laws enacted for the government of said town of Rehvhoth 
and to carry into effect all the orders and directions of the said 
Commissioners made in pursuance of any law of this State or of 
any ordinance that the said Commissioners may legally make and 
establish. 


He shall have all the powers of aJustice of the Peace within Powers of 
the said town, and shall have jurisdiction and cognizance of all 
breaches of the peace and other offenses in said town of Reho- 
both, so far as to arrest an‘ hold to bail, or fine and imprisot of- 
fenders, and also of all fines, forefeitures and penalties which may 
be prescribed by any law of this State or by any ordinance of the 
said Commissioners regularly passed and established for the gov- 
ernment of the town; provided that he shall not impose any fine 
exceeding Twenty dollars, or have jurisdiction in civil matters ex- 
ceeding One hundred dollars, exclusive of cost. 


His fees for any service under this section shall be the same rees 
as those of a Justice of the Peace for a like service, and for any 
service or duty for which no fee may be provided by law the fee 
may be established by ordinance of the Commissioners. 


If any vacancy shall occur in the office of Alderman of Re- vacuney in 
hoboth by death, resignation, removal from office or otherwise, "°° 
such vacancy may be supplied by the Commissioners at any meet- 
ing thereof for the resictie of the term. At the expiration or 
other termination of his term of office, within wo days after the 
election of his successor, all the books and papers belonging to 
his office, and shall pay over to the treasurer all moneys in his 
hands belonging to the said town of Rehoboth within five days 
after the expiration or other termination of his term of office. 

Upon his negiect or failure to deliver to his successor in Neglect to 
office, within the time aforesaid, all the books and papers belong- Cpl caraee 
ing to his office, or upon his neglect or failure to pay over to the 
treasurer. within the time aforesaid, all moneys belonging to the 
town of Rehoboth, he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof, by indictment, shall be fined not renany 
less than Twenty nor more than One hundred dollars, ‘The .!- 
derman shall report to the Commissioners all fines and penalt‘r. 
and pay the same to the treasurer at such times as the Commis- 
sioners may order or direct. 


The said Commissioners may appoint such number of local constapies 
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constables as shall be deemed necessary, who shall constitute 
the town police. 


And it shall and may be lawful for the said Commissioners 
to keep and maintain a suitable place as a lock-up or jail for the 
use of said town of Rehoboth, and the Alderman or Justice of the 
Peace acting under the provisions of this Act, or carrying into 
effect any judgment or sentence pronounced under its authority 
or by virtue of any ordinance or regulation adopted by virtue of 
the power conferred by this Act may commit to the lock-up or 
jail for any time not exceeding five days. 


Section 17. That the said Commissioners, or a majority of 
them, shall have the authority to use the money in the treasury of 
said town, for the general improvement, benefit and ornament of 
said town, as they, or a majority of them, may deem advisable 
and proper, but the said treasurer shall pay out no money except . 
upon the written order of the Commissioners or a majority of 
them. If any person or persons shall willfully cut and tear down 
any wire or wire fence belonging to the said town of Rehoboth, 
or shall maliciously injure or destroy any of the property of the 
said town, he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof shall be fined not less than Ten nor more than 
One hundred dollars. 


Section 18. This act shall not be construed to repeal any 
former acts in relation to the town or Commiissioners of Rehoboth 
unless the same are manifestly inconsistent with this Act; and all 
existing by-laws, ordinances, rules, regulations and resolutions 
of the Commissioners of Rehoboth not inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this Act shall remain in force until repealed or modified 
by the Commissioners of Rehoboth.

ment of each. When the assessment is returned and the Com- 
missioners shall give five days’ public notice of the fact, and they 
will sit together at a certain place, and on a certain day to be 
designated by them, from two to four o'clock in the afternoon, 
to hear appeals from said assessment; they shall have power on 
such day to add to or decrease any assessment except that of poll, 
which shall always remain at the figures above stated, fifty cents 
per head. When the appeal day is passed, they shall without de- 
lay cause the assessment list to be transcribed and the transcript 
to be delivered to the collector, who shall thereupon collect from 
each taxable his proportion of the tax jaid, and pay over the 
whole amount, deducting commissions and delinquencies, which 
suall be allowed by the Commissioners to the treasurer by the 
first day of June next after the receipt of his duplicate. The col- 
lector shall have the same power for the collection of said taxes

Section 3. No person shall be a Senator or Representative 
in Congress, or elector of President and Vice-President, or hold 
any office, civil or military, under the United States, or under 
any State, who having previously taken an oath, as a member of 
Congress, or as an officer of the United States, or as a member 
of any State Legislature, or as an executive or judicial officer of 
any State to support the Constitution of the United States shall 
have engaged in insurrection or rebellion against the same, or 
given aid or comfort to the enemies thereof. 


But Congress may by a vote of two-thirds of each House 
remove such disability. 


Section 4. The validity of the public debt of the United 
States, authorized by law, including debts incurred for payment 
of pensions and bounties for services in suppressing insurrection 
or rebellion, shall not be questioned. But neither the United 
States nor any State shall assume or pay any debt or obli- 
gation incurred in aid of insurrection or rebellion against the 
United tSates, or any claim for the loss or emancipation of any 
slaves: but all such debts, obligations and claims shall be held 


illegal and void. 


Section 5. The Congress shall have power to enforce, by 
appropriate legislation, the provisions of this article. 


ARTICLE XV. 


Section 1. The right of citizens of the United States to artice xv or
